“To implement such an assessment, a 
re-valuation of all the real estate property 
in Granite City Township will be made for 
the year of 1979. 

“There is a growing awareness that 
local property taxes have increased to the 
point of becoming a significant burden on 
real estate. 

“Local government officials, as well as 
citizen taxpayers, are understandably 
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concerned about steadily increasing tax 
charges assessed against owners of real 
prperty,” Cruse commented. 

“In this atmosphere, it becomes in- 
creasingly important that every taxpayer 
is paying only his or her fair share of the 
tax burden.

Nameoki taking another 


look at Lakeside’s |

Lakeside Airport on Route 111 at Hor- 
seshoe Lake is likely to be developed into a 
commercial airport in the near future, 
despite objections from several residents 
of the area, Harold Davis, supervisor of 
Nameoki Township, predicted during the 
town board of trustees’ meeting last week. 

“I recently attended a Chamber of 
Commerce meeting on the airport and it 
looks like things are not going to die down, 
‘at least not for a long time,” Davis said. 

He suggested that some area govern- 
mental body will develop the airport and 
will “take it away from” the township,” 
unless the township is the body which 
sponsors its development. 

He said Chamber of Commerce 
Proponents of developing the irport 
“have been checking with Collinsville, 
Pontoon Beach and others. They are going 
to keep bringing this up. I would be con- 
cerned if Collinsville, Pontoon Beach or 
Edwardsville jumped in and annexed the 
airport. 

“We are being eaten up now. Soon there 
won't be anything left,” Davis warned. 

The supervisor suggested that the 
township consider being the sponsoring 
agency for the airport’s development as 
the only possiblé way of keeping it in the 
township. 

He asked Irvin C. Slate Jr., township 
attorney, if any township has ever spon- 
sored development of an airport and Slate 
responded, ‘‘None that I know of.”” 

Trustee W. Lee Adams said the owner of 
the airport ground told him East St. Louis 
is also interested in developing the field 
into a commercial facility. ‘ 

Davis then gestured to the north and 
said, “I predict that within the next year, 


_ Pontoon Beach will annex the airport. 


Although no official action was taken at 
the meeting, the trustees indicated they 
plan to research the issue further and 


determine if the township can ;sponsor 
development of the field, since “‘only one 
thing can make it into a thriving entity, 
and that is a governmental body,” in 
Davis’ words. 

Nameoki Township Highway Com- 
missioner Frank Mehelic, speaking as a 
Democratic precinct committeeman, said, 
“If government steps in, there will be no 
limit to it or the amount of ground they can 
get. People only want it the way it is.” 

The airport committee of the Tri-Cities 
Area Chamber of Commerce is seeking a 
sponsoring governmental unit which will 
provide approximately $5,000 for a 


feasibility study of the present airport, the 
first step toward negotiating for state or 
federal grants. 

‘Dr.. Donald Coleman, committee 
chairman, told township residents in: April 
that development of a commercial 
aviation facility here, to serve only small 
propeller-powered airplanes, would cost 
about $1.5 million, mostly state and federal 
grant money, 

He ‘said the site would be handy to 
companies in downtown St. Louis and the 
Illinois portion of the metropolitan area for 
business use. 

Individuals in this area also would 


plan 


benefit from increased transportation 
opportunities, he said 

Coleman met with opposition from about 
40 residents at that meeting‘and a petition 
bearing about 100 signatures of persons 
opposing development of the’ airport was 
presented to the board. 

The trustees also went on record then as: 
opposing the airport plan. ‘The Granite 
City Council was the first body asked to 
sponsor the airport and aldermen voted 
against it. 

Davis, who has expressed his concern

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New emergency 
radio frequency 


Department of Law Enfor- 
cement Director Tyrone C. 
Fahner ha’ announced that ali 
Illinois State Police Emergency 
Radio Network (ISPERN) 
radios owned by the Illinois 
Department of ‘Law Infor- 
cement — including those on 
loan to local departments — will 
be converted from the present 
ISPERN frequency to the new 
National Law Enforcement 
Emergency Frequency 
(NLEEF). 

With the support of other state 
and local agencies, the con- 
version of 6,212 radios began 
last week and is to be completed 
by Dee. 12. 

The ISPERN system was 
developed in the late 1960s to 
provide interagency com- 
munication between police 
agencies in Illinois. The system 
was the first of its kind in the 
nation. 

The concept was en- 
thusiastically accepted by law 
enforcement officers and has 
been considered one of the most 
valuable communication tools 
available to the policeman “on

“The advantage of such 
communications is paritcularly 
important to those police 
departments located near state 
borders,” Fahner said,

through a grant awarded by the 
Illinois Law Enforcement 
Commission.

PUBLICATION ON COUNTY 
AREA POISONOUS PLANTS 
(County farm adviser) 

Occasionally, livestock eat a 
poisonous plant. The two most 
common poisonous plants to 
livestock in Madison County are 
White Snakeroot and Black 
Nightshade. 

Fall is normally the time of 
year that poisonous plants 
become a problem with 
livestock. The reason is dry 
weather, resulting in poor 
pasture growth. In a situation 

poor ‘pasture, livestock 
often browse in wooded areas, 
and most poisonous plants 
occur in these woodland areas. 

Any time a person suspects 
that livestock have been 
poisoned from plants, they 
should check the pasture and 
wooded area for poisonous 
plants: 

To aid in identification of 
poisonous plants, the Madison 
County Extension office has a 
book entitled “Poisonous Plants 
of the Midwest." The books sells 
for $2. The office is located at 
900 Hillsboro Ave., Edward- 
sville.

There are only 22 veterinary 
colleges in the U.S. and en- 
trance is competitive 
Applicants are chosen ac- 
cording to their grade point 
average, admission test scores 
and personal interviews 

Although only two years of 
“coursework from an accredited 
college or university are 
required, most entrants have 
completed at least three and 
sometimes four or more years 
of college courses. 

The four-year professional 

veterinary program provides 
an education similar to that 
required for human medical 
practice. Students spend the 
first two years learning such 
basic sciences as anatomy, 
physiology, parasitology, 
pathology and pharmacology. 

The last two years are spent 
at the Veterinary Medical 
Teaching Hospital doing further 
coursework in nutrition, 
anatomy, medicine, surgery, 
radiology, reporduction and 
other biomedical ‘sciences. 
During their fourth year, 
students spend much of their 
‘time working with cases in the

Veterinary students at the 
University of Illinois must 
complete coursework dealing 
with both large and small 
animals, Specialization, if 
desired, does not come until 
after graduation.

We would leave, the com- 
munity colleges out of the single 
board system because they are 
operated by local districts 
created by local referenda, 
paying local taxes to support 
themselves and dealing, by and 
large, with locally-felt needs. 

All are supposed to be 
coordinated by a board which 
lacks the authority to really 
manage them, and acts asa sort 
of ineffective referee in the in- 
fighting for competitive ad- 
vantage. 

We would eliminate all the 
systems boards, make each of 
their major campuses  free- 
standing, and put the over-all 
control in the hands of the board 
of higher education.

The ‘president and ad- 
ministration of a” university 
don’t HAVE to be on the scene, 
but they function far better if 
they are. 

TorunSIUE from Carbondale 
in its present stage of maturit 
would be a giant step backward.

Slash property taxes—Bakalis 


Democratic gubernatorial 
candidate Michael J. Bakalis 
last week pledged to reduce the 
residential property tax burden 
in Illinois by 20 percent during 
his first four years as governor, 
if elected Nov. 7.

He told reporters that his

Bakalis said his pledge to cut 
residential property taxes by 20

“Their view is that all 
politicians talk one way and act 
another. This is distressing to 
me, both personally and 
professionally, for I believe that 
public service is the highest 
calling a person can undertake. 

“Well,” Bakalis said, “I am 
answering the questign of what 
makes me different, why people 
should believe me. 

“I am putting my political 
career on the line with my 
pledge not to seek re-election if I 
do not-fulfill the promise. 

“As governor, I would: 

1. “Initiate and continuously 
work for legislation to reduce 
residential property taxes 
through the circuit-breaker 
approach. 

“This year,"’ Bakalis said, 
“the people of Illinois paid $1.8 
billion in property taxes on their 
homes, apartments and con- 
dominiums. That amount keeps 
going up every year as a result 
of inflation in residential 
property values. 

“But higher home market 
values do not put anything in the 
homeowners’ pockets to pay 
these escalating taxes. This 
property tax inflation is not only 
unfair to homeowners and 
renters, it also poses a grave 
threat to the economic security 
and well-being of all our 
citizens. 

“Over the four years of my 
program,” Bakalis said, “the 
cost to the state will be ap- 
proximately $360 million, The 
most important feature is that 
this full amount will be returned 
to homeowners and renters — 
instead of corporate interests, 
as was the case in California’s 
Proposition 13. 

“Equally important is that 
the program can be funded 
through normal growth in state 
revenues of approximately $400 
to $500 million per year. Thus, 
the Bakalis property tax relief 
program will not result in any 
increase in state income taxes 
or sales taxes. 

“An important feature of my 
program, too, is that refunds of 
Property taxes to homeowners 
and renters will not affect 
property tax collections to 
schools and local units of 
government.” 

2. “I would use the budget and 
veto powers as governor to hold 
the increase in state spending — 
that portion not returned to 
taxpayers and local govern- 
ments — to less than the rate of 
inflation. All remaining revenue 
growth produced by existing 
taxes would go for tax relief and 
local government assistance.” 

Bakalis said he would oppose 
any state tax increase proposed 
during the next four years. 

“Two-thirds of the more than 
$6 billion in general state 
spending,” Bakalis said, ‘‘goes 
for the operation of state 
government, for public aid and 
medicaid, and on contracts and 
awards for services and for our 
public universities and colleges. 
The other third of this money is 
distributed to local govern- 
ments and taxpayers. 

“It is essential that we in- 


crease this distribution by 
tightly limiting spending 
growth, These limits will not be 
as difficult to impose as might 
seem to be the case — 
especially in light of the $500 
million in waste uncovered by 
the Governor's Cost Control 
Task Force.” 

3. “T will work for mandatory 
and comprehensive legislative 
limits on property tax increases 
that would require all units of 
local government to keep all tax 
increases. below the general 
rate of inflation.”

the bids and seek new ones. 

“Since we need the truck 
immediately, before it snows, 
and it will take some time to 
rebid and get 1979 models in, I 
guess we will have to take the 
St. Louis bid,"" Mehelic told the 
Press-Record. 

Other bidders were Brodhead 
Motors of East St. Louis at 
$12,365 and Bo Beuckman Ford 
in Collinsville at $12,498, both 
for 1979 models. 

The board last week opened 
the one bid it received for re 
roofing the town hall afd 
awarded a contract to Lakeside 
Roofing Co. for $1,721, plus $2.75 
per foot for ’ sheeting 
replacement where necessary. 

Supervisor Harold Davis said 
paperwork still is holding back 
the use of community 
development grant funds for a 
larger water main to serve the 
Cloverleaf Subdivision, but said 
he hopes to get it going before 
severe weather.

The Madison County Foreign 
Trade Zone 
program consists of 
components — 
of the required fac 
site improvements necessary to 
Proceed with the operation cof 
Foreign Trade Zone 31, and ‘the 
upgrading of residential neigh- 
borhopds within the, three 
communities of Madison, 
Venice and. Granite City 
surrounding the port. 

All three have been 
designated at UDAG. eligible 
communities — Urban 
Development Action Grant 
They as well as the county will 
benefit significantly from the 
successful completion of this 
program 

The overall goal of the 
proposed UDAG project is to 
eliminate conditions of 
economic stagnation and high 
unemployment within Madison 
County that have resulted from 
recent declines in the 
manufacturing sector, through 
the development of’ Foreign 
Trade Zone 31 in the Tri-City 
Regional Port District 

In seeking to attain this goal, 
te county will be taking 
positive steps toward the 
stabilization of its economic 
structure through the 
promotion of existing and new 
industrial development in 
Madison County and the St. 
Louis metropolitan area 

A secondary, objective is the 
revitalization of residential 
neighborhoods within com- 
munities adjacent to the port 

In conjunction with this goal, 
specific objectives have been 
established for the Foreign 
Trade Zone development 
project which serve ‘as an 
outline for the project strategy 

Each of the following ob- 
jectives addressed a -key 
element of the development 
strategy The objectives are: 

A. To. construct the required 
security facilities and other site 
improvements necessary to 
make the FTZ fully operational 

B. To increase employment 
opportunities asa result of PTZ 
activities and industrial ‘ex- 
pansion generated by the FTZ. 
Many jobs will be created in the 
FTZ and adjacent industrial 
park within five years of 
completion of the FTZ project 

€. To expand housing op- 
portunities and improve neigh- 
borhood environmental con- 
ditions for low and moderate 
income families that could 
reasonably be expected to 
obtain jobs due to industrial 
expansion. 

D. To, encourage and 
facilitate international com- 
merce, particularly export 
trade, by providing regional 
businesses oriented to the in- 
ternational market with a cost- 
saving facility and tool. 

Foreign Trade Zone 31 will 
provide most of its services to 
firms using imported materials 
and components which are 
eventually sold here 

By providing —_ greater 
flexibility as to when and how 
Customs duties are paid, FTZ 31 
hopes. to encourage these 
companies to use the zone in 
distributing their foreign items, 
and to receive them in a less 
finished condition so that they 
can be completed in the zone. 

The use of zones for exports, 
on the other hand, is often 
overlooked. 

Exports from zones have in 
the past averaged between 15 
and 20 percent by value of 
annual shipments. 


development. 


The fact that last year's 
shipments to foreign countries 
‘amounted to 25 percent, or $153 
million, suggests,. that firms 
should take a closer look at how 
they might take advantage of 
this type of zone use that results 
in a total forgiveness of 
Customs duties. 

The estimate that only one of 


12 domestic manufacturers . is 


involved in exporting its 
products, while it could well be 
‘one in six, indicates a- great 
potential for improving | our 
national balance of payrhents in 
trade. 

For this reason, it isa most 
appropriate time to focus on the 
ways in which the special 
Customs procedures available 
in Foreign: Trade Zone 31 can 
assist firms exporting from the 
United States. 

Foreign trade zone exports 
fall into the following 
categories: 

1. Foreign goods transshipped 
“through U.S. zones to third 
countries, 

2. Foreign goods processed in 
zones and then transshipped 
abroad. 

3. Foreign goods processed or 
assembled in U.S. zones with 
some domestic’ materials and 
parts and then re-exported, 

4. Goods produced in zones 
wholly of foreign content and 
exported. 

5. Goods produced in ‘zones 
from a combination of domestic 
and foreign materials and 
components and then exported. 

6. Domestic goods moved into 
a zone to achieve export status 
prior to their actual ex- 
portation, 

The advantage Zone 31 
provides in the first five 
situations is basic to the zone 
concept 

Any foreign goods or 
materials brought into the zone 
for any permissible activity and 
ultimately shipped to a third 
country, either in their original 
or a completely altered con- 
dition, are not ‘subject to 
Customs duties or federal ex- 
cise taxes, and usually are not 
chargeable against quoteas. 

It should be added that sach 
operations would also not 
normally be. subject ‘to state 
inventory taxes. 

This makes Zone 31 a suitable 
place for export processing or 
manofacturing operations in 
which high-duty foreign com- 
ponents and materials are 
needed to make the end product 
competitive in overseas 
markets 

In past years, relatively high 
U.S. labor costs tended to keep 
down this type of zone activity 
But the recent leveling out of 
labor and other production costs 

the industrialized 

, in improving the 

overall U.S, investment climate 
for manufacturing and 
assembly plants, provided an 
economic basis for an increase 
of such operations in U.S. zones, 

Whether use of Zone 31 will 
result in a significant saving is, 
of course, determined by a cost- 
benefit analysis on a product- 
by-product basis. 

In considering how Zone 31 
might help cut costs,” it is im- 
portant that a firm's operations 
be reviewed not only. as 
currently conducted -but also 
how they .might be with the 
greater Customs flexibility that 
would be available. 

For some firms it will suffice 
to lease floor space in our, 
warehouse and processing 
facility which we provide as 
part of our public services 
under , a published rate 
schedule. 

In this way, the benefits are 
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available ta companies whose 
facilities are outside our 
boundaries. sift 4 

Where a decision is made to 
locate the plant itself within our 
zone space, we offer open land 
under long-term leases. 

Taking present-day economic 
factors into account, the kinds 
of products that would most 
likely benefit from the use of 
our zone for the first five types 
of zone operations listed above 
are those with a relatively high 
technology content. 

“Here we finda fast growing 
assortment of complex, 
sophisticated. high-value 
produced, from 
components. purchased 
worldwide and assembled in 
plants no longer tied to par- 
ticular countries or regions 
because of transportation costs. 

The US. Commerce 
Department's district " offices 
have, with their. informational 
material for exporters, a list of 
domestic products consiflered 
to have a competitive edge in 
the international market. 

With only half the estimated 
50,000 domestic firms with 
export potential actually in- 
volved in that phase of 
marketing, the list is intended 
to alert businessmen on some of 
their overseas sales 
possibilities.

are: 

1. Computers and related 
equipment 

2. Construction-mininng- 
materials handling equipment, 

3. Electronic components.

These are examples of the 
industries that might find 
foreign-trade zones helpful in 
sharpening their — com- 
petitiveness to enter new 
foreign markets, 

The sixth and last of the types 
of zone exports referred to 
involves a means of obtaining 
“export status" on domestic 
goods prior to their actual 
shipment overseas 

This benefit applies ‘in 
situations where’ some kind of 
government credit accrues 
upon exportation. 

One example js ~ the 
“drawback" procedute of 
Customs, which allows the 
recovery of duties paid on 
foreign materials used to 
manufacture a domestic 
product that is exported. 

For the — purpose of 
“drawback,” “goods are con 
sidered exporeted as of the time 
they enter Zone 31, if they are 
committed for export. 

This is controlled by Customs, 
which records the entry as 
“zone restricted merchandise,” 
a category of goods that cannot 
be brought back into Customs 
territory 

This ‘‘accelerated export 
status” can also be used in 
applying for federal excise tax 
rebates on exported goods. 

‘Thus far, the greatest such 
use of zones has been’ for liquor 
exports. 

This benefit also applies to 
such other excise tax items as 
tobacco, ‘trucks, buses, trailers, 
auto accessories, _ tires, 
petroleum products, fishing 
equipment, © and certain 
firearms and sporting goods. 

The excise tax rebate accrues 
as of the time of the “‘con- 
structive” exportation 

The Foreign Trade Zone Act 
provides that zone export 
benefits may also be made 
available under other export 
programs where it is deemed 
advisable by the administering 
agency, 

‘An example would be the 
Agriculture Department's 
export credit ,and_ subsidy 
programs.

Community concern, service by university 


Community service is an idea 
whose time has come and is an 
institutional imperative for 
Southern Ilinois University at 
Edwardsville, according to Dr. 
Kenneth A. Shaw, president of 
‘the university and principal 
speaker at a breakfast session 
of the National Community 
Education Workshop in St. 
Louis last week 

‘In concert with expressed 
community needs, we must give 
no less than our best. We have 
the capability of doing this 
because there is an increased 
sensitivity. among university 
officials to the need for in- 
volvement in the communities. 
And with enrollment stability, 
we now are able to put more of 
our resources into this par- 
ticular area,” he said. 

“More than 103,000 persons 
have attended SIUE, and ap- 
proximately 27,000 degrees 
have ‘beerr conferred ‘in the 
university's short history; 80 
percent of SIUE graduates tend 
to stay in the area 

“Add to this the special 
seminars, in-service programs 
and consultation time that our 
School of Education faculty has 
provided, and I would contend 
we have had a significant im- 
pact on the educational 
establishment in the region. 

“The main claim I would 
make about all these numbers is 
that if we were not in place to 
offer higher education, all too 
many of those who were ex- 
posed to higher education would 
not have had that choice.”” 

The president's statistics 
included more than 2,500 
students who have been given 
remedial assistance through the 
university’s Supplemental 
Instruction Program, ‘and 
many more have received in- 
formal instruction and coun- 
seling,” he said. 

Other examples cited include 
environmental expertise being 
provided through the 
Environmental _ Resources 
Training Center; activities of 
the Center for Urban and 
Environmental Research and 
Services (CUERS) to assist 
with the resolution of economic, 
governmental and cultural 
problems in the urban region; 
radio programming; the 
university's faculty members 
who are available to address 
topics of current concern in 
area communities; and 
research in community health 
improvement and_ health 
delivery systems 

In regard to CUERS, he 
described the center’s work in 
assessing St. Louis for the 1984 
Olympics and in developing 
reports on the energy crisis, 
lead paint removal in St. Louis 
rental housing, carbon 
monoxide sources in the St. 
Louis area, and other topics. 

WSIE-FM, the university's 
radio station, has announced its 
public service broadcasting 
schedule for the academic year, 
including numerous program on 
the humanities. 

Other community-related 
activities of the university in- 
clude studies being conducted to 
measure for the academic year, 
including numerous program on 
the humanities. 

Other community:related 
activities of the university in- 
clude studies being conducted to 
measure the impact’ of the 
School of Dental Medicine on 
this area. The president said 
this is being done in connection 
with the question of whether the 
school should remain in Alton or

The institution also is working 
to coordinate activities with 
State Community; College in 
East St Louis: “Our 
cooperative discussions with 
SCC are attempting to delineate 
our respective roles, which will 
make ‘for a better overall 
program of education for 
citizens of East St. Louis. 

The Metro-East Institute of 
Lifetime Learning is an attempt 
by the university and area 
colleges to cooperate | in 
providing adult education ex- 
perience, as opposed to com- 
peting with each other. 

“We are strongly commited 
to the enterprise of change, 
cooperation.. and .resource 
sharing , among other Illinois 
institutions through the Illinois

In a joint statement, Findley- 


and Price said: “The U.S. 
Department of Agriculture and 
the Food and Drug 
Administratign are seeking an 
eventual ban on the use of 
nitrite as a food preservative 
because of what the govern- 
ment claims is_ scientific 
evidence that the food 
preservative has possible 
cancer-causing effects. 
“However, the scientific 
evidence on which the two 
agencies rely has been 
challenged by other resear- 
chers, , 

“Legislation is now before 
Congress that would prohibit a 


federal ban on use of nitrite 
‘unless validated evidence 
proves — beyond a reasonable 
doubt — that nitrite has .a 
significant cancer-causing 
effect on humans, or unless an 
economically feasible sub- 
stitute preservative becomes 
available.” 

In the midst of the con- 
troversy, the USDA and FDA 
issued a joint statement in 
which they said the study which 
prompted the proposed federal 
ban was “reliable.” 

However, the agencies added 
that they “invite comments of 
all interested persons on all 
aspects of the study.”* 

In addition to seeking review 
of the study by ‘others in the 
scientific community, USDA 
and FDA recently formed an 
interagency group to review 
and evaluate the original study 
and “to identify gaps in our 
knowledge and recommend 
research to address these 


gaps.”” 


“Are we to Consign two-fifths 
of a new generation to as cruel a 
form of slavery as our society 
and design — slavery to 
ignornace and the inability to 
act as productive parents ai 
contributing citizens? :

Training in 
child abuse 
prevention 


A statewide child abuse 
training program for law en- 
forcement officers and social 
workers was announced last 
week by Director Margaret 
Kennedy, Department of 
Children and Family Services, 
and Director Tyrone Fahner, 
Department of Law Enfor- 
cement. 

An intensive, one-day course 
developed by DCFS and DLE 
will be offered to 3,000 law and 
social work personnel between 
this month and October 1979. At 
least 50 sessions will be held in 
30 communities. 

Sites will include Mount 
Vernon’s Rend Lake College, 
Dec. 18, 8:30 a.m, to 5 p.m. 

“The complex problems of 
child abuse and neglect demand 
a cooperative, coordinated 
response from state and local 
agencies,’ Director Kennedy 
said. “Through this training, we 
hope to establish a unified 
approach for consistent and 
appropriate action.’ 

A team of DCFS and DLE 
instructors will conduct the 
classes. About 50 people will 
attend each class, including 10 
DCFS employees, 20 DLE of- 
ficers and 20 local-level officers. 

Areas of emphasis will be: 
roles and responsibilities of 
DCFS personnel and law en- 
forcement officers; common 
problems and cooperation 
between agencies; — iden- 
tification and reporting 
procedures, and preliminary 
investigation techniques. 

Fahner stressed that the 
classes will promote better 
rapport among those who deal 
with child abuse cases. He said 
the sharing of regional contact 
information at the classes also

munication between agencies 


during emergencies and crises.

cording to Illinois Farm Bureau 
Vice-President John White. 

The U.S. Department of 
Agriculture (USDA) has 
forecast a record 6.82 billion 
bushel corn crop, seven percent 
above last year’s record. 
Soybean production is forecast 
at a record 1.79 billion bushels, 
two percent above last year. 

“The crop report indicates 
that farmers are going to be 
faced with a major surplus of 
corn and other feed grains by 
the end of the 1978-79 marketing 
year,” White said. 

“If steps are not taken now to 
cut back overproduction, the 
state’s corn farmers will be 
faced with serious income 
problems, with prices headed 
below production costs.”’ 

White said the Farm Bureau 
is also keeping an eye on reports 
from a Soviet Union trade, 
delegation in Washington and 
on what is learned from a 
mission to the Soviet Union by 
four midwestern Farm Bureau 
presidents and members of the 
grain industry. 

In Washington, the USDA said 
the U.S. has offered the USSR 15 
million metric tons of U.S, grain 
for the third year of a five-year 
trade agreement between the 
two countries. The Soviets also 
have been told the U.S. could 
supply more than that amount. 

Illinois Farm Bureau 
Presiderit Harold B. Steele is on 
the team in the Soviet Union on 
a trade and study mission. 
Purpose of that trip is to study 
Soviet crop production and 
determine what effect 
President Carter’s human 
rights policy will have on the 
trade agreement. 

The team also is seeking to 
convince the Soviets to expand 
grain trade with the U.S. for a 
Soviet reserve. 

In the U.S., the Farm Bureau 
has called for an immediate 
announcement of a land 
diversion program aimed at 
producing 5.5 billion bushels of 
corn in. 1979. 

Bergland agreed in principle 
with Farm Bureau leaders in 
September to a program to 
meet that goal. He is expected 
to announce the land diversion 
plans early this week. 

“Early announcement of the 
program is needed, so farmers 
will know the rules for next year 
and can plan their crops and 
prepare their land  ac- 
cordingly,"’ White said.

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Occupancy proposal, special use procedures need study 


It’s always easier as an outsider to 
suggest actions by governmental board 
members, not having to bear the full brunt 
of citizens’ reactions on whatever the issue 
might be. It's the elected officials who 
know, by direct experience with the 
public, that they have to. consider both 
sides and must weigh their decisions 
carefully, 

Nevertheless, @ couple of matters 
currently pending before the City Council 
of Granite City are of interest to a lot of 
people, who are hopeful that the council 
members will listen to and act on their 
views. Both relate to preservation of 
property values and each neighborhood's 
quality of life. 

An ordinance regulating use of 
dwellings and providing minimum 
residential standards was considered 
briefly several years ago but was never 
adopted, apparently because it was so 
Sweeping in nature that it could have been 
used to punish families and create a big 
financial burden for them. 

Concern about “overkill” is valid but, 
nevertheless, ‘inappropriate __ living 


conditions are continuing at many 
locations and’ need to be dealt with by 
municipal action, There is hope that the 
occupancy proposal will be rewritten and 
then adopted after a consensus is reached, 

The other matter is the present 
Procedure under which _ specified 
neighbors are consulted regarding a 
Proposed special use permit, but others 
who are relatively close do not have the 
same early opportunity to object. 

A case in point is the proposed 
onstruction of a commercial gymnastic 
studio on Pontoon Road within the 
Cloverview subdivision. It was approved 
by four immediate neighbors and by a 6-1 
vote of the Plan Commission, setting the 
stage for City Council consideration 
tomorrow night. 

We do not wish to complicate life for the 
applicants, but it seems clear that far more 
than those contacted will be affected by 
the project, and even more people could 
be affected by the precedent it would set 
within a supposedly entirely-residential 
area, 


Farmers pleased with compromise on lock-dam, user fee 


Guest comment by Illinois Farm Bureau 
— Congressional passage of a measure for 
construction of a new Alton Lock and 
Dam 26 is praiseworthy. Our organization 
helped lead efforts to see the measure 
Passed this year. 

The bill, which passed the House Friday, 
Oct. 13, had been approved by the Senate 
Tuesday night, Oct. 10, by a voice vote. It 
Provides for construction of a $421 million 
1,200-foot-long lock and a dam two miles 
downstream from Lock and Dam 26, 

A barge fuel tax will be imposed on all 
inland waterways. The tax will start at four 
cents a gallon in 1980 and increase to ten 


cents a gallon by 1985. 

We are pleased that Congress passed 
this legislation before adjourning. The 
Farm Bureau has consistently pointed out 
the value of this project to agriculture. We 
salute those in Congress who have helped 
win the approval. 

The Farm Bureau has been willing to 
accept a reasonable user fee on the inland 
waterways because of our belief in a 
balanced transportation system, and 
because it will help assure the future 
financing of ‘construction that will be 
needed for this mode of transportation.

3 of state's congressional 
battles are unusually close

With the success of Camp 
David behind him, President 
Carter can count on a more 
enthusiastic welcome if he 
campaigns in Illinois for 
Democratic congressional 
condidates. 

Three Illinois Democrats are 
locked in congressional battles 
seen as so tight that every bid 
for the voters’ attention could 
be significant: 

—Fred Steffen of Elgin has 
been mounting a vigorous uphill 
fight against Rep. Robert 
McClory, R-Lake Bluff. 

—Rep. Abner Mikva of 
Evanston re-elected by only 201 
votes in 1976, faces a tough 
contender in State Rep, John 
Porter, R-Evanston. 

—And State Sen. Terry Bruce, 
D-Olney, is vying with Danville 
dentist Dan Crane, brother of 
Rep. Philip Crane, R-Mount 
Prospect, for the seat being 
vacated by Rep. George 
Shipley, D-Olney. 

Spokesmen for both Mikva 
and Bruce say their tigers could 
wear the “FCBCD” buttons 
(For Carter Before Camp 
David) that have been showing 
up.on lapels here. 

Mare Cutright, Steffen’s 
campaign manager, frankly 
concedes they probably would 
not have invited Mr. Carter to 
campaign in their district if his 
popularity had not increased 
after his diplomatic score at 
Camp David. 

“If he had volunteered, we 
would have welcomed him,” 
said Cutright. 

“But Carter lost this area by 
about a two-to-one margin in 
1976. This is a Republican 
district. We are swimming 
upstream, and we do not need to 


be pulling anyone with us.” 

But now, if Mr. Carter should 
come in to lend Mikva a hand, 
Cutright said they would 
welcome a side trip into their 
area. 

Cutright said Mr. Carter has 
improved his standing with 
voters not only by the Camp 
David victory but also with hi 
vetos of defense and public 
works spending bills. 

When it is all said and done, 
however, Cutright does not see 
a presidential visit as swaying 
that many votes. The chief 
benefits he sees are the 
publicity and the firing up of the 
campaign workers. 

Sandy Horwitt, Cong. Mikva’s 
press secretary, said Mikva 
invited Pres. Carter to come to 
Illinois before the Camp David 
summit meeting, but they have 
not received any word from the 
White House. 

“I do not think AB believes a 
president wins or loses 
congressional elections, but a 
visit does create enthusiasm,” 
Horwitt said. “Carter lost our 
district 60-40, and AB won by 201 
votes. There are no ‘coattails’ 
that we can see.” 

Lee Beneze, Bruce’s cam- 
paign manager said they are 
not latecomers to the band- 
wagon. Bruce took some 
Southern Illinois farmers to 
Springfield to meet with Mr. 
Carter on a presidential visit in 
May. 

“I think the president is 
pretty powerful, even when he 
is in the bottom pits of the polls, 
and we would be even more 
enthusiastic now,” said Beneze.

Rep. John B, Anderson, R- 
Rockford, says he has no in- 
tention of voluntarily vacating 
his post as House Republican 
Conferénce Chairman, even 
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‘though he will be busy in 1979 
testing support for a potential 
presidential bid in 1980. 

The conference is a forum for 
Republican representatives to 
discuss party or individual 
positions on legislation.

These negative commands 
reinforce the child’s 
inadequacies; what they're 
really saying is “You're a 
Klutz!’

Everyone does something 
well.

Efficient truck use 
objective of survey 


“The food we eat, the clothes 
we wear, the appliances we use, 
and every other consumer 
product that can be bought, 
begged or bartered must be 
transported by truck at some 
point in its distribution,” Y. W. 
Whelchel of the East-West 
Gateway Coordinating Council 
staff said Friday. 

“When the efficiency of these 
trucks is hampered by traffic 
congestion, inadequate dock 
facilities at pickup and delivery 
points, unrealistic federal, state 
or local regulations or 
unrealistic licensing 
procedures, then the consumer 
suffers,” he added in reporting 
plans for a special survey. 

“Inefficient goods tr- 
ansportation means excessive 
traveling distance and fuel 
consumption. It means that 
more time must be allotted for 
goods distribution, 

“It means that trucking 
companies must pass the added 
costs on to manufacturers, who 
pass them on to retailers, who 
pass them on to consumers. 

“While thousands of studies 
have been conducted on 
Passenger transportation, the 
subject of goods movement has 
rearely been considered. 

“East-West Gateway and the 
Regional Commerce and 
Growth Association are taking a 
look at the problems of urban 
goods movement by conducting 
a study to identify the problems 
within the metropolitan area. 

“The first phase of this study 
is a questionnaire being sent to 


2,000 area manufacturing firms, 
trucking companies, and other 
organizations which utilize 
nonpassenger vehicles in the 
course of their business. 

“The purpose of 
questionnaire is to gain 
valuable insight into the 
problems peculiar to St. Louis 
area trucking firms by studying 
the responses and suggestions 
of people who are the real ex- 
perts in the field: those who 
deal with goods movement 
every day. 

“The goal of the first phase is- 
to identify and define specific 
problems in the region. 

“The next step will be in- 
depth examination of those 
problems, leading to 
development of specific 
recommendations’ for im- 
provements, 

“Increased efficiency in 
goods distribution can mean 
savings in time, energy and‘ 
money for everyone from 
manufacturers’ to consumers,”
